Rapid Advance 

QUEBEC, Dec, 19,--(CP)—Maj 
Pierre Chasse, back home with a 
group of French-Canadians who 
parachuted down in France before 
D-Day, yesterday told reporters 
how they helped pave the way last 
spring for the rapid progress of 
Allied troops. 

Maj.-Chasse, a son of the late 
Lt.-Col. Henri Chasse, former 
officer commanding the Royal 22nd 
Regiment, landed in Southern 
France as Allied representative 
with the Maquis forces there.

Speaking at Owen Sound, General Me- 
Naughton said “many thousands” of men 
are now moving to assembly areas in east- 
ern Canada whence they will proceed over- 
sea, and that “large numbers have already 
gone forward,” 

This may mean that a substantial body 
of reinforcements are already in Europe. 
In any event it means that the machinery 
is moving by which a steady stream of re- 
placements is to be kept flowing to the 
fighting lines, and that our oversea divi- 
sions are assured of full ranks at all times. 


General McNaughton also stated that 
of the men now coming home on leave 
after long service, none who are not “fully 
fit” will be sent back. The others will be 
employed in Canada as instructors, for 
which duty their battle experience should 
make them invaluable. 

This partial “change out” of the oversea 
divisions may be supposed to be one pur- 
pose in sending replacements to the fronts; 
in any case it would not be practicable un- 
less reinforcements were available in suf- 
ficient numbers to fill the gaps left by the 
leave-men who are to be kept in Canada. 
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Not “Down and Out” Yet 


The savage German counter-offensive 
along a 75-mile front extinguishes any 
notion that the West Wall was likely to col- 
lapse soon. It shows how far from reality 
were the confident predictions that the 
Nazis could not hold out beyond the end of 
this year—now only twelve days away. 

The Reich has suffered terrific punish- 
ment. Its casualties have been placed at 
seven or eight million, the pick of its men. 
Its industries have been systematically de- 
stroyed by aerial bombardment carried out 
for two years by unprecedented fleets of 
bombers. The country is cut off from out- 
side supplies of oil and materials of all 
kinds, 

But somehow Runstedt was able to 
mass infantry and artillery and air power 
enough to launch a full seale attack along 
this extended front, and to regain some 
lost territory. The biuw will only postpone 
the inevitable end; it cannot turn back the 
_tide of ever-increasing Allied might. But it 
does show that the enemy’s vitality is not at 
the low ebb it was supposed to be, and con- 
firms the revised forecasts that the fight- 
ing is not likely to end until next summer, 

It is impossible to dissociate this force- 
ful come-back from what General Eisen- 
hower has been saying about the scarcity 
of ammunition and other battle needs. 

It will be recalled that in March 1918 
the German armies surged ahead in an all- 
out offensive of unexpected vigor, but that 
proved to be their last blow and eight 
months later they asked for an armistice. 
Perhaps the present attack will likewise 
leave the enemy forces too exhausted to 
carry on a prolonged fight when they are 
again thrown on the defensive.

French-Canadian soldiers returned from 
overseas were interviewed in Montreal.

Whatever treatment these men may re- 
ceive at the hands of the isolationists in 
Quebec, people in other parts of Canada 
should see that they get the full measure 
of credit that is due them. They volun- 
teered for service overseas when there 
was no thought of compulsion being ap- 
plied, and correspondents on the scene have 
testified to the valor and efficiency with 
which they played their part in the hottest 
corners since D-day, They deserve full and 
generous recognition for the courage they 
displayed when they challenged the con- 
demnation of the separatist leaders, as for 
their bravery in the field. 

Not only do these men deserve such 
recognition—it will be in the national in- 
terest to see that they get it.

And still farther back 
to 1796; when Russia took the territory 
from Poland in the third partition, by which 
the Polish state disappeared from the map. 

The “Polish question” will almost cer- 
tainly appear on the agenda when the 
Roosevelt-Churchill-Stalin conference as- 
sembies. If, has been argued, the 
crux of that question is the historic claims 
of Russia and Poland to the territory lying 
east of the “Curzon line,” the conferees will 
have to do some delving into history ancient 
and modern. . 

But the matter will probably not be 
settled by tracing back the title deeds to the 
remote ages. Moscow has gaid quite plain- 
ly that it intends to keep the territory. 
Things being as they are, that seems to end 
the argument. . 

The practical question then: is where 
and to what extent Poland is to be compen- 
sated. If it is to emerge, as Moscow has 
promised, as a “strong, independent coun- 
try,” it will have to get territorial adjust- 
ment in some direction. The question now is 
where the western—not the eastern—boun- 
dary of Poland is to be drawn.

Next on the explanation list is 
that the Star of Bethlehem was 
really Halley's Comet—to use its 
modern designation But as this 
famous comet will not be seen 
again close to the earth for 40- 
odd years yet, most of us won't 
have to bother about it. But a 
check back does show that Halley's 
was visible from the earth on or 
about 11 B.C 

Pegging the astronomical facts 
back through the ages to that year, 
the Mount Wilson Observatory exe 


pert found that Halley's Comet then 
was in the constellation at Gemini 
(the twins), a little north of the 
two bright stars Castor and Pollux, 
These stars in their daily journey 
across the celestial sphere pas 2d 
through the zenith at Bethlehem. 


At any rate the nova hypot is 
is the most satisfactory.

THE REV, DANIEL YOUNG 


Urges Keeping 
Ideals During 
Christmas Time 


Return of thoughts of the 
“beautiful ideals in life” at Christ- 
mas time was discussed by the 
Rev. Daniel Young, minister of 
First Baptist Church when he ad- 
dressed members of the Gyro 
club at their regular luncheon 
meeting in the Macdonald hotel 
Tuesday. 


Mr. Young told the Gyros that 
life consisted on one side of beauti- 
ful ideals, and on the other side, 
of cold facts. “The return of the 
Christmas season reminds us of the 
beautiful ideals represented by this 
event, which at other times are 
submerged.”

“We ar- all too 
prone to wish to be thought practi- 
cal and in this desire, forget the 
price of the ideal. It is not always 
what a man does, but sometimes 
what he thinks that counts.” 

Mr. Young concluded his ad- 
dress with a consideration of the 
“three great ideals to which the 
world is struggling today, freedom, 
security and peace, all of them 
ideals which are not yet realized.”

If a child cries a good share of 
each day, there is obviously 4 
reason for it. Whining and crying 
indicate a chronic state of irri 
tation, and it is usless to punish 
a child for either until every 
possible cause for it has been ex 
plored, 

Just what situation in the home 
might make for this constant irrita 
tion? One, of course, and a common 
one, is lack of sufficient rest. Chil 
dren run and play far beyond the 
point of reasonableness. They have 
to be engineered into rest periods 
and always they should go to bed 

early at night. There is never any 
valid excuse for a child to get less 
than ten hours of sleep at night. 


Under-nourishment, obvious or 
hidden, causes a child to be ill- 
tempered gnd always on the verge 
of tears. Then it takes only a 
temperamental toy, some refusal of 
activity, or just a cross word to 
send the child into a torrent of 
tears, 

Keeping a child penned up in 
the house is a prime cause of 
chronic fretfulness, A child can't | 
be “good” all the time and play | 
quietly with his crayons or scis- 
sors. He has to run and jump and | 
climb and yell, none of which | 
activities is particularly suited to | 
the house and gets him a@ scold- | 
ing, when instead he should be | 
sent out to run off his irritation, 
Then he would be ready to come 
in, settie down and be good again. 

Children too often feel a sense of 
deep resentment at the punish- 
ments they suffer. Their acts may | 
be reprehensible when their inten- | 
tions were admirable. The water 
no less spilled because the child 
intended only to water the plants, | 
or add some to the goldfish bowl 
or wash up the bathroom floor. But 
he cannot but feel a great sense of 
injustice when all the parent sces 


is 


is that he dropped the pail of 
water, 

Children may be chronically un 
happy because they do not feel 
secure in the parent's affection 
Children get so many. scoldings 
and parents are always so intent 
on fitting them into a pattern of 
behavior they consider to be de- 
sirable that it isn't much wonder 
children feel unhappy and un 
worthy, 


Parents should take time fre- 
auently to say, “You're a sweet 
child even if occasionally you do 
things of which mother disap- 
proves. We love you just the 
same.” Some of the inexplicable 
misery which leads to easy tears 
might disappear under such treat- 
ment 
Our leaflet, “Meals for the Schoo! 
Child,” should help the mother to 
prevent under-nourishment.

The slum areas were the 
hardest hit she stated and people 
would come into the tubes to spend 
the night, with small bundles and 
suitcases—perhaps all that was left 
of their belongings, Others had only 
newspapers to lay between them- 
selves and the platform. She said 
the tubes were solid with people,

bulance and the Women’s Volun- 
teer Service provide canteen work- 
ers. The tubes are well ventilated,

Uleers occurring in the stomach 
are called stomach or gastric ulcers, 
while those found in the first part 
of the small intestine are cailed 
duodenal ulcers. The trem peptic 
ulcer includes both kinds 


Stomach ulcers have at least two 
predisposing causes. The first pre- 
disposing factor is a nervous or 
emotional factor, for ulcers are 
most likely to develop in patients 
having a certain type of mental and 
emotional make-up. An ulcer pat- 
ient. is generally nervously tense 
and finds it hard to forget about his 
worries and responsibilities. This 
ulcer patient is also of an ambitious 
type and will drive himself toward 
realizing his ambition regardless of 
how he feels. In other words, he is 
likely to keep on going and not 
give up easily. 

The typical ulcer patient may 
take his work so seriously that he 
will struggle along with this ulcer 
symptoms for as Jong as ten years 
before stopping to be examined and 
find out what is wrong 

The patient of this nervous, high- 
ly-strung, ambitious type, who will 
carry on in spite of the difficulties 
standing in his way, will be far 
more prone to develop an ulcer 
than the patient of the sluggish 
type. Furthermore, after an ulcer 
has formed the continuance of ner- 
vous strain will tend to prevent the 
healing of the ulcer. 

The second predisposing cause of 
stomach ulcers is chronic hyper- 
acidity of the stomach, brought on 
chiefly by unwise habits of eating. 
In practically every case of ulcer 
it will be found that the stomach 
has been throwing out an excess of 
hydrochloric acid over a long per- 
iod of time, in response to the diet- 
etic mistakes of thé patient. This 
hyperacid condition is probably the 
immediate cause of stomach and 
duodenal ulcers, and such ulcers 
are practically never found when 
the acid of the stomach is too low.

After paying the dividends, $560,000, making a 
contribution of $110,000 to the Officers’ Pension 
Fund, writing $150,000 off Bank Premises, providing 
$834,508.29 for Dominion Government taxation, 
the balance at credit of Profit and Loss Account was 
increased by $106,000 and now stands at $1,071,000 

A reservation of $412,000 has been made for ad- 
ditional taxes in respect of the fiscal year ended 30th 
October, 1943. This sum was arrived at after consul- 
tation with officials of the Department of Finance 
Our Dominion taxes for 1943, including the provision 
of $439,019.03 reported in last year’s statement, 
accordingly, totalled $851,019.03 and for 1944, 
$834,508.29. The refundable portion now stands at 
$172,946.34. 

‘Turning to the Balance Sheet, Notes of the Bank 
in Circulation were $1,462,000, a decrease of $618,000. 
Under the provisions of the new Bank Act, after 
3lst December, 1944, note liability will be reduced 
to 25% of capital. 


Substantial Increase in Deposits 


Total Deposits amounted to $247,839,000, an 
increase of $50,121,000. Non-interest bearing de- 

sits are up $18,671,000, interest bearing deposits 
increased $34,835,000, Dominion and Provincial 
Government deposits decreased by $3,386,000. 

Cash Assets—$48,290,000—equalled 19.01 per 
cent of public liabilities, and the readily realizable 
assets, including Government, Municipal and other 
Bonds, and Call and Short Loans, amounted to 
$196,754,000, or 77.46 per cent of public liabilities, 
as compared with 74.58 per cent in 1943. 

Investments total $143,636,000, an increase of 
$38,869,000, of which $139,419,000 is in Dominion 
and Provincial Government securities, $79,122,000 
maturing within the next two years, and including 
Dominion of Canada Deposit Certificates of $57,480,- 
000 beuring interest at 34 of 1% per annum.

Commercial and Other Loans 


Call and Short Loans in Canada, $1,325, 
representing advances against readily marketable 
securities, show an increase of $203,000, while Call 
and Short Loans elsewhere than in Canada, $3,402,- 
000, decreased $1,033,000, 

Commercial Loans increased by $5,520,000 and 
now stand at $65,759,000. 

“Post-war conditions and the steps which should 
be taken to meet them”, said Mr. Rae, “are the sub- 
ject of many divergent views; of one thing we may be 
sure~the Canadian Banks are in a strong position 
and will do their pert in solving the difficulties which 
will confront us. If our citizens are united in a strong 
resolve to meet these problems in a spirit of fair 
play and co-operation, we need not fear for the future 
of our Country.” 

Mr. Rae pointed out that over six hundred members 
of the Staff were in the active services snd mentioned 
with regret that fifty-two have made the supreme 
sacrifice, six have been reported missing and eight 
are prisoners of war. 


MR. C. H. CARLISLE, PRESIDENT 
DISCUSSES THE NATION'S 
POST-WAR PROBLEMS 


Mr. Carlisle referred to the seventh decennial 
revision of The Bank Act, and some of the proposals 
made and rejected. The principal revisions made to 
The Bank Act, he said, were as follows: The Bank 
Act, as revised, extended the Banks’ charters for 
the usual period of ten years. The maximum legul 
rate of interest or discount was reduced from 7% 


to 6%. Section 88 of The Bank Act was amended to 
simplify its operations. The right of the chartered 
banks to re-issue notes after January Ist next was 
withdrawn. Bank shares were reduced from a par 


value of $100.00 per share to a par value of $10.00 
These were enacted with only Bix Gi 


per share 


nting votes, by a parliament consisting of 245 
members. He continued: 

“The Inner Reserves proved to be the most cor 
tentious subject. The long experience of the chartered 
banks has proven the necessity of such reserves and 
the fairness of the methods of their operations. 
During acute or long depressions these reserves 
must be adequate if Banks are to remain solvent. 
The Inner Reserves are set up out of the banks’ earn- 
ings, and are subject to taxation before being dis- 
tributed to shareholders. Also, the money thus 
reserved remains active in the banks’ business.” 


Canada's Post-War Problems 

“Post-war problems,” said Mr. Carlisle, “must 
be dealt with fairly, efficiently and with a high degree 
of permanency. Not only has our country been 
disorganized by war, but the major countries of the 
world have been disorganized and damaged to an 
unprecedented extent. Hatred has been established. 
Huge debts have been created that will require the 
maximum effort of several generations to liquidate. 
New philosophies have been presented—many of them 
the antithesis of the sound principles of democracy 
and good government. 

“The major tasks will be adjustments between and 
among nations. State boundaries will be changed. 
Many of the new governments will be modified so 
that they may better fit into a more homogeneous, 
constructive and friendly society. Trade relations 
must be established on a more equitable basis than 
has yet existed. A monetary system must be created 
#0 as to enable and make possible commercial inter- 
course throughout the world. Reconstruction must 
take place in devastated territories, and aid must 
be given to those who have been Jeft destitute by the 
war. This is a major work, which requires the best 
in statesmanship and unselfish effort of the many 
nations involved. Canada will be called upon to 
share proportionately in this responsibility 

“Tt is likely safe to state that from 1,000,000 to 
1,600,000 of our men and women pow in war employ- 
ment or in the armed forces must, be re-established. 
Gainful employment must be provided for all who 
require it. Ample hospitalization and nursing must 
be provided for the sick and the injured. Pensions 
must be established for dependents, and for those 
incapacitated. Some of these charges will be recurring 
for many years; the total will be a material sum. It 
would appear that even three years after the war 
we shall have an annual expenditure of $2,500 millons, 
or over five times the taxes collected for the fiscal 
year ended March 31st, 1939.” 


‘ Finding a Solution 


“Can we solve our present problems? I am quite 
sure that we can. We have abundant natura! re- 
sources, Many undeveloped; a healthy, intelligent, 
industrious, proud and free people second to none, 
who have built this great expansive territory into a 
great nation. If our people and industries are free 
from restrictive and class legislation, and maintain 
a united effort, then and then only will Canada 
continue her way Of progress and meet her every 
obligation, 

“Will we solve our present problems? That 
depends! They will not be solved if we add unduly 
to our present debt; unless we have free and competitive 
industry; unless we have freedom in choosing our 
way in life and each has the opportunity to share 
proportionately in the things we produce; unless 
we see to it that individual effort is not destroyed 
by destroying individual responsibility; unless we have 
government that will enact law for the protection 
of our people as a whole, and enforce that law equit- 
ably, irrespective of race, creed, religion or loc a 
unless we have compulsory incorporation of all 
organized groups or sometvies that affect our people 
generally, thereby bringing them under governmental 
Jurisdiction, with equal rights, equal responsibilities.”’ 


Misleading Propaganda 


Other conditions were that politicians cease their 
misleading propaganda, causing people to believe 
that post-war conditions will be free from want, free 
from fear, free from unemployment, free from de- 
pressions; that people will enjoy higher standards 
of living; that we sha!! have shorter working hours 
which means less production at higher costs; that if 
we oan finance war production we can finance peace 
production. There is little in common between war 

roduction and peace production. War production 
is highly specialized. Its turnover is rapid. The goods 
produced are for immediate consumption. ‘There 
is practically no selling expense, no advertising. 
Financing is largely supplied by the government. 
To provide this production we have had to raise, 
through taxation and borrowing, billions of dollars, 
the repayment of which is an obligation not only 
of the present generaton but of succeedng genera- 
tions. Domestic production has not been operated 
along these lines—nor can it be. We are at a iy as 
well as those who have made and are making these 
promises would be at a loss, to know how to proceed 
to implement them. If they are implemented even 
to a small degree, it must be done through greater 
economy, greater effort, greater expansion of our 
trade—both domestic and foreign, a lower cost of 
production, a lower cost of living and a willingness 
to receive a less wage, a lower profit, 

We must have a radica! revision of our present 
tax laws whereby duplication of taxes is eliminated; 
whereby the system is simplified; whereby taacs 
levied are not so excessive that they retard personal 
and corporate activit) It » obwious that on n 


reasonable and equitable tax will increase tax income, 
as it gives # greater incentive to both individual and 
business for greater effort, a greater expansion and 
greater employment. Our present taxation system 
is one of emergency and one for war requirements. 
It is efficient for the purpose it serves, and much 
eredit is due to our Minister of Finance and his 
associates for their successful war financing at very low 
rates. But war taxation does not lend itself to post- 
war or peacetime conditions. A change is essential. 


Responsibility of Organizations 


“Both industrial and labour organizations should 
be beneficial and constructive, in expanding markets, 
creating more constant employment, lowering the 
cost of living and causing a general improvement in 
the worker’s condition; in improving quality of pro- 
duct, creating a better service, providing a greater 
economy and an ever-increasing effort, to earn public 
confidence and support. Management and labour 
have much in common. They both depend on the 
same source for their remuneration. The maintenance 
of a company’s financial position, the expansion of 
its business, its ability to carry on is surely of mutual 
interest and responsibility both to the employer 
and to the employee. In cases where disputes arise, 
strikes could be avoided and losses prevented if 
such disputes were referred to our established courts 
for litigation, as is the common practice in all other 
disputes. We can, with confidence, accept the judg- 
ments of our courts, as they are free from coercion or 
political interference. 


“In thirty-four years’ experience in Canadian 
industry I have found the employee co-operative 
and fair. The danger to individual and governmental 
freedom and security does not lie in the labour 
organization itself, but in its maladministration 
Over a period of years certain officials of labour 
organizations have secured and are attempting to 
secure a greater control over labour, over industry 
and over politics. 


“When an organization or organizations are created 
for the purpose of controlling mass voting in ac- 
cordance with the views and wishes of the officials of 
such an organization, such a condition is not desirable 
‘The ‘‘closed shop” and “exclusive bargaining right” 
exclude the worker from employment in a plant so 
governed unless he joins the particular labour organ 
ization possessing those mghts-—notwithstanding 


that he may disagree with the principles employe 
He is hired and paid by the company, but his opera- 


tions are controlled by the union: Fle has Httle reKef 
for employment elsewhere, as the losed shop” 
practice is general. In a free country he is not free 
to choose his own employment. 

“Tt is practices such as these that prove detrimental 
to labour, to labour organizations and to the publi« 

“The maximum of goodwill, the maximum of 
efficiency, the maximum of public co-operation ean 
only be gained when industrial organizations, labour 
and labour unions will plan unselfichily togethe 
whereby the greatest economy, the highest efhimency 
and the maximum production may be achieved, and 
out of these achievements a fair and equitable d 
tnbution may be had of earnings, distributed m 
dividends or in wages. 


Results of Socialization 

“Socjalistic and Communistic propaganda is rife 
throughout Canada. Its advocates hold out many 
inducements which may be taken for betterment, 
but not at any time in history have policies such as 
those advocated proven successful, beneficial or 
permanent. Socialism progresses to its final stage of 
regimentation and dictatorship. Socialistic Germany 
rapidly reached dictatorship under Hitler. A similar 
process in Italy culminated in the dictatorship of 

fussolini. Neither the people of Germany nor the 
people of Italy have prospered under these dictator- 
ships; nor can they fe happy in their almost total 
destruction. We are fighting in foreign countries a 
costly war to prevent such regimentation involving 
our country. At the same time we must be on guard 
not to permit to be created within our own State aa 
equal socialization with equal results. 


Constitutional Safeguards 

“The rights and responsibilities of each proviner im 
Canada are set forth in the British North America 
Act. Any attempt at abridgement of such right 
fully protected by our courts. A greater right assured 
by the province than that permitted by the Briti-h 
North Rinaees Act leads to discord and disunits 
It is quite evident that if we are to continue our 
Federal Government. that each province must eon- 
form to the laws of that government. We must not 
overlook the penalty of civil war caused by secession 
of the Southern States, nor the disintegration of 
Vrance—torn asunder by different political parties 
and by different groups, selfich in purpose. Similar 
conditions can happen in Canada unless we cease our 
Nagging criticism aud replace it with a epirit of betier 
understanding and co-operation.”
